Should the A nglo-French b roth­

other hundreds w'ho w atched fire­ 
men. police and individual sw im ­ 
m ers a tte m pt to locate the girl's 
b ody. 
But

were b usy. Miss S te a rn s seated on 
the floor of a sedan, a fte r w adin g 
ou t of the w ater, w as b eing driven 
across the b ridge and ta k e n to 
her home. The rescue operation s 
continued for alm ost an hour b e­ 
fore it was learned tha t the young 
w om an w as not in the riv er and 
had gone to her home. L ast even­ 
ing a t 5 o'clock T raffic O fficer 
F ra n k Tyne w ho w as the first 
m em b er of the police d e pa rtm e n t 
on the scene S a tu rd a y night, took 
the gill to the pdlice sta tion to 
b e questioned. 
O fficer Tyne notified Chief Van 
Bib b er who w as a t his hom e and 
he w en t to the station and ques­ 
tioned the young w oman. 
R eturned to C ity 
Miss S tea rn s told the police she 
had b een keeping com pan y w ith 
De F orrest Senn of G rand D etou r 
and 
S a tu rd a y 
evening 
learned 
that 
he w as at a local s k a tin g 
rink. 
A ttired in w om a n ’s riding 
hab it, she w ent to the rink w ith 
E d w a rd Shippert. Jr.. on a m otor­ 
cycle. She said tha t Senn would 
n 't talk to me a t the skatingr rink 
and tha t she decided to ta k e her 
life. 
At her request, S hippert b rought 
her b ack to Dixon and a t N orth 
P eoria avenue and Lincoln S ta tu e 
Drive, at her request, he stopped 
the m otorcycle and she d ism ou n t­ 
ed. and w alked south on the w est 
side of the b ridge. N e a r the m id­ 
dle of the stru ctu re, she climb ed 
up on the railing and leaped into 
the w ater. The low stage of the 
riv er undoub tedly is accountab le 
for the fact tha t the suicide a t ­ 
tem pt failed. 
“ I w as a n gry when 'De* w ould­

"I walked out on the w est side

school. I heard a siren and tan 
w est b y the tennis cou rts and then 
w ent up tow ard the new arm ory, 
I m et a b ig car, which stopped 
and tw o young fellows w ere in it, 
1 asked them to tak e me hom e 


w ere am ong a group of 
10 m o­ 
torcyclists who w ere enroule to 
a hill c.'imb a t Moline, tw o rid­ 
ing on each m otorcycle. 
S ta te H ighw ay Officer E dw ard 
M ahan of this city, who investi­

Ev ery one will rejoice that the general has withstood 
that ailment which threatened to defeat him a y ear and a 
half ago. 
Ev ery one will wish the former commander many 


rears of happiness. 
So much for that. 
This is an appropriate time to rev ert to the pastime of 
some war v eterans 
that of reminiscing about ov erseas e x ­ 


p e r i e n c e s . 
Few of these war v eterans, howev er, understand 
clearly how near they came to serv ing as mere cannon fodder 
and replacements for allied military units. 
They escaped 
that fate owing to the hard-headedness of Blackjack Persh­ 


ing 
Arriv ing ov erseas, General Pershing found that his 
hardest task was to understand the mental attitude of Lloy d 
George and G e or g e s 
Clemenceau. 
They wanted help, but 
thev didn’t want American troops to fight as an army , f in ­ 
ally Pershing was able to put 2 and 2 together and roach 
the conclusion that these statesmen and allied generals 
feared the American army might, win a v ictory and thus 
claim a share of the German spoils of war. 
The fact that 
we were In the fight merely to win the war nev er did pene­ 


trate their skulls. 
Finally the foreign clique went ov er Pershing s head 
in an appeal to President Wilson. Wilson sided wdth Pershing. 
But the allied statesmen, hav ing been told direct from W ash­ 
ington that Pershing was to hav e his own way , returned 
with a story that Wilson had agreed that 125 ,000 American 
troops a month should be fed into the allied ranks. General 
Pershing balked, ami to use his own ex pression, pounded 


the table with his fist. 
At last Pershing found it possible to organize an Ameri­ 
can army in France, to fight under its own flag and its own 
officers.’ And best of all, it fought in the American sty le. It 
became an open and running fight. 
The Yanks were in tin- 
open and the Germans were running. 
Congratulations, General. 
And thanks! 


IS COFFEE A MUNITION OF WAR? PERHAPS— 
Man is an ingenious sort of cuss, especially when he Is 
fighting for his life. 
Now it wants to be remembered that men in war are 
not fighting for marbles or cigaret pictures. They are light­ 
ing for their liv es. 
A nation at war is basically just a large 
number of people fighting for their liv es. 
I nder those cir­ 
cumstances they become v ery ingenious indeed. 
It may be fairly assumed that whatev er restrictions in­ 
genuity may contriv e to prev ent American goods reaching 
the fighting nations, equal ingenuity will step in to frustrate 
the plan. 
No positiv e, airtight, fool-proof. 100 per cent sale 
and just neutrality plan can be made. 
The best that can be 
hoped for is an approx imation. 
For instance; The New York Coffee and Sugar Ex ­ 
change was startled the other day when a bid came in I nun 
the Russian gov ernment in Moscow for a huge but undis­ 
closed amount of coffee. 
Transportation was to be in Rus­ 
sian ships, to Ijeningrad. 
All perfectly legal. 
The odd part of this is that Russia has nev er been a 
larsre coffee buy er in New York or ev en in South America 
Russia is in general a tea-drinking country . 
Why this sud­ 
den rush for coffee? 
The simplest ex planation is that the 
coffee is going to Leningrad, and from there straight, to 
Germany , a great coffee-drinking country which has been 
restiv e under a shortage of it ev en before war was declared. 
One hears other stories, unv erified but intresting; talcs 
of great shipments of automobile parts, so ingeniously de­ 
signed tha t when they are receiv ed a single, simple m a c hine 
operation conv erts them into airplane parts. 
There are al­ 
way s small neutral countries in a position to trans-ship to 
belligerents without any way to check up on or prov e their 
activ ities. 
Suppose Germany does get coffee through Russia. 
Is 
coffee a munition of war? Not directly . But certain v eterans 
in muddy khaki, coming back from a tour in the lines around 
Thiaucourt on a September morning in 19 1N could hav e told 
y ou that it helps. Are automobile parts, conv ertible or non- 
conv ertible, munitions? 
The Poles, with their transports 
all snarled up, and truck after truck out of action, could 
tell y ou. 
Whatev er arrangements are made on a neutrality pol­ 
icy might as well he made on the basis that practically any ­ 
thing helps a country at war, that practically any thing may 
be at any moment declared contraband, and that no con­ 
ceiv able law can entirely prev ent any kind of neutral goods 
getting to fighting nations. 
Hence it might be best not to concentrate too fully on 
means of securing some sort of hy pothetical balance called 
neutrality , with the needs of the fighting powers in mind, 
but on means of keeping the United States away from the 
sort of incident that inflames opinion here. 
In the long run. it is public opinion that decides whether 
a democratic country goes to war. Unless and until ev ents 
persuade most of the American people that it is in their in­ 
terest to fight, no one would dare try to lead them to do so. 


WHO’S WHO IN HIGHNESSES 
Now that W ally and the Duke of W indsor hav e returned 
to England by inv itation they will hav e an opportunity to 
settle gracefully the 3 -y ear quarrel ov er whether Wally is a 
mere highness or a roy al highness. 
It might almost be ad­ 
mitted that their permission to return to England is a v indi­ 
cation. 
At least they hav e something to occupy their time 
and minds, and the lack of that probably was all that ev er 
ailed either of them. 
The duke has an enormous personal following, and he 
undoubtedly will use his popularity in the national interests. 
Ev ents hav e prov ed that the former king was right in ab­ 
dicating. 
He is a man of action, not suited to serv e as a 
clot.heshor.se. 
Nor is that reflection derogatory to the pres­ 
ent king. 
J ust as Windsor was a poor figurehead, so is 
George VI unsuited to intense activ ity , but an admirable 
hand at formal ceremonies. 
Still, we are in the dark as to whether she’s a roy al 
“ highness, or a mere highness. 
They might compromise and 
call her “ y our honor,”
